SEC. 101. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.2

Funds are authorized to be appropriated for necessary3

expenses of the Coast Guard for fiscal year 1996, as follows:4

(1) For the operation and maintenance of the5

Coast Guard, $2,618,316,000, of which $25,000,0006
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shall be derived from the Oil Spill Liability Trust1

Fund.2

(2) For the acquisition, construction, rebuilding,3

and improvement of aids to navigation, shore and off-4

shore facilities, vessels, and aircraft, including equip-5

ment related thereto, $428,200,000, to remain avail-6

able until expended, of which $32,500,000 shall be de-7

rived from the Oil Spill Liability Trust Fund to8

carry out the purposes of section 1012(a)(5) of the Oil9

Pollution Act of 1990.10

(3) For research, development, test, and evalua-11

tion of technologies, materials, and human factors di-12

rectly relating to improving the performance of the13

Coast Guard’s mission in support of search and res-14

cue, aids to navigation, marine safety, marine envi-15

ronmental protection, enforcement of laws and trea-16

ties, ice operations, oceanographic research, and de-17

fense readiness, $22,500,000, to remain available18

until expended, of which $3,150,000 shall be derived19

from the Oil Spill Liability Trust Fund.20

(4) For retired pay (including the payment of21

obligations otherwise chargeable to lapsed appropria-22

tions for this purpose), payments under the Retired23

Serviceman’s Family Protection and Survivor Benefit24

Plans, and payments for medical care of retired per-25
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sonnel and their dependents under chapter 55 of title1

10, United States Code, $582,022,000.2

(5) For alteration or removal of bridges over3

navigable waters of the United States constituting ob-4

structions to navigation, and for personnel and ad-5

ministrative costs associated with the Bridge Alter-6

ation Program, $16,200,000, to remain available7

until expended.8

(6) For necessary expenses to carry out the Coast9

Guard’s environmental compliance and restoration10

functions, other than parts and equipment associated11

with operations and maintenance, under chapter 1912

of title 14, United States Code, at Coast Guard facili-13

ties, $25,000,000, to remain available until expended.14

SEC. 102. AUTHORIZED LEVELS OF MILITARY STRENGTH15

AND TRAINING.16

(a) ACTIVE DUTY STRENGTH.—The Coast Guard is17

authorized an end-of-year strength for active duty personnel18

of 38,400 as of September 30, 1996.19

(b) MILITARY TRAINING STUDENT LOADS.—For fiscal20

year 1996, the Coast Guard is authorized average military21

training student loads as follows:22

(1) For recruit and special training, 1604 stu-23

dent years.24

(2) For flight training, 85 student years.25
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(3) For professional training in military and1

civilian institutions, 330 student years.2

(4) For officer acquisition, 874 student years.3

SEC. 103. QUARTERLY REPORTS ON DRUG INTERDICTION.4

Not later than 30 days after the end of each fiscal year5

quarter, the Secretary of Transportation shall submit to the6

Committee on Transportation and Infrastructure of the7

House of Representatives and the Committee on Commerce,8

Science, and Transportation of the Senate a report on all9

expenditures related to drug interdiction activities of the10

Coast Guard during that quarter.11

SEC. 104. SAFETY DETERMINATION FOR SMALL BOAT CLO-12

SURES.13

None of the funds authorized to be appropriated under14

this Act may be used to close Coast Guard multimission15

small boat stations unless the Secretary of Transportation16

determines that maritime safety will not be diminished by17

the closures.18

SEC. 201. HURRICANE ANDREW RELIEF.21

Section 2856 of the National Defense Authorization22
